T he new melting hou se will be the 
m ost complete in the world. 
It is 
mu ch la rge r than the existing one, 
and is to contain ten furnaces, all 
heate d by gas. 
Tho pr e s e nt melting 
house has only four such 
furnaces. 
Gas furnac es alone a re now used a t 
the royal mint for the mel ti ng down 
of precious metal, cok e furnaces hav­ 
ing been finally banished 
In 
March 
last. 
No less an a m ou nt than 
£ 80,- 
000,000 worth of gold ha s been melted 
d ow n by gas since the special furnaces 
w e r e introduced.
